Washington, Nov. 19—The tax re- 


vision bill came through its third re- 
writing today and will be returned 
to the House on Monday. Republican 
leaders are hopeful that the final step 
In its enactment -an be taken in 
time to permit Congress to end its 
epeiial session Wednesday as plan- 
ned. 


Only five of the ten conferees on 


the bill have signed the conference 
report. The Democrats 
refused 
to 


sign and one of the six Republican 
managers. Senator Smoot of Utah, 
proponent of the Kales tax, withheld 
his signature. He said 1: was his in- 
tention to study the 
bill 
to see 


whether It was any 
Improvement 


over existing law.

EXPECT OPPOSITION. 


Opposition to lome features of 


the bill is expected to develop in 
both the House and Senate. House 
leaders plan, however, to put the bill 
through the House Monday after four 
cr five hours of debate. 


Leaders of the Republicans in the 


House who bolted on the tax amend- 
ment said today that there would 
be no organized opposition to the 
bill 


Senate leaders anticipate consider- 


able discussion from both sides Jf 
the chamber.

OLD ART. 


Hardening and tempering of tools 


for man's use is an art that reaches 
l>ack through the ages to the time 
•nhen primitive man formed ana hard- 
ened the copper olades which mystify 
end baffle modern science. 


The marvelous workmanship of the 


3>amascus and Toledo blades which 
•iv era so well tempered that the sword 
point might be bent to touch the 
liilt. were the best offerings of the 
craftsman of ancient and medieval 
t'mes; but it hns remained for the 
twentieth century workman to pro- 
duce the most marvelous tools of all 
time. 


TELLS OF WORK. 


Addis tells of the time when the 


drive chains were being built that 
•K ould propel ths great forty-five ton 
American tanks. Day and night, for 
months, batteries of men stood in 
front of roaring furnaces, hardening 
and tempering the chain parts that 
[would smash the hops of the Hohen- 
zollerns. 
As fast as the tempered

AIDS SERVICE HEN. 


Principal Activity Recently H«s Been 


Home Work. 


Since last spring a principal activ- 


ty of the Macon County chapter of 
the Bed Cross has been aiding former 
service men and their dependants. 
This activity has been through the 
Home Service Bureau of the looa} 
chapter, with headquarters at 423 
Citizens Bank, building, working tn 
close co-operation with the Rdllef 
Committee of Castle Williams post, 
American Legion. 


The home service assists the sold- 


ier In filing his claims for compen- 
sations, It loans him money when *>« 
Is hard pressed, It looks after his 
family, while he was away In the 
service It endeavored, so far as was 
possible, to take his place In the 
home and see that his family was 
taken care of. It aids him with In- 
surance, medals, and In many other 
ways. 


SPENT $7,000 LOCALLY. 


Even though the war ended three 


years ago, the work still goes on 
Op to September 30 the Macon Coun- 
ty chapter of the American 
Refl 


Cross had spent this year $7,000 In 
disbursements to ex-soldiers, In loan 
granted to meet emergencies, to pa 
pressing bills for coal, transporta- 
toln, groceries, rent, medical services 
and the like. During October alone 
$700 was spent in this way, and the 
department met 238 calls for assist- 
ance for service men. 


NO HELP FROM GOVERNMENT. 
On Its records the Home Service 


has a large number of men whom a 
careless government has so far failed 
to provide for. Many of these men 
are either totally or partially dis- 
abled but the government has often 
either Ignored the claims for oom- 


.jensattpn made against it or haa de- 
nied aid to the ex-soldier. 


ONE FAMILY SUPPORTED. 


Since July the Home Service has 


>een the entire support of one ex* 
service man and his family. 
He Is 


unable to do any work whatsoever; 
he government has not advanced on i- 
cent to his support; and >?500 has 
been expended upon him by the Home 
Service. He has sent In claims for 
compensation but the reply has been 
that his disability Is not a -esuit of 
hts war service. A dozen affidavits 
from physicians have been mailed hi 
and the last wcfrd from Washington 
was that another statement of hir 
condition was required 
before 
the 


claim would be awarded. 


The department has another case 


of a service man whose disability de- 
veloped into tuberculosis after his 
discharge from tha army, although 
he did'not have tha disease at the 
time of his discharge. It seems like 


ly however, that he will recalv* com-. 
pensatlon from the government. 


These are not Isolated instances of 


the work which, the Home Service Is 
doincr. It ia on tha job all of the time 
performing service for the man who 
answered his country's call In 'Is 
time of need and who Is deserving of 
consideration now. 


All of this Is only another one of 


the reasons why the payment of a 
$1 membership fee In the American 
Red Cross Is

PIPE LONG DISTANCES. 


"Gas can be piped relatively long 


distances but it would require a rel- 
atively large initial expense, for not 
only would 
the plants 
have to bu 


erected, 
pipe 
lines, 
costing great 


sums of money, would of course bo 
necessary. 


"One big difficulty would be that 


of the life of the pipe making up 
the mains. The life of a steel pipe 
is approximately 
twenty years due 


to the rapid corrosion. Cast iron P1P3 
on the other hand would 
perhaps 


last ft hundred years, but 
tha cost 


would be almost prohibitive because 
a very heavy pipe would be needed 
to withstand the pressure. 


COULD MAKE COKE. 


"It strikes me that a good plan 


would be to establish at the mines 
by-product coke ovens, now that the 
university 
had 
demonstrated 
that 


Illinois coal can be coked. 


"From every pound of coal coked 


we get something like a half pound 
of gas, and therefore a good supply 
of gas would be available for towns 
within 
a radius of thirty or forty

"million people Nearly all these are 
folks of industry, also they have a 
country of tremendous natural re- 
sources 
Tne Chinese are also an 


Intelligent people 
If they can be 


put on the right road and induced 
to work together they may be expect- 
ed to do -wonders in the Industrial 
field 


Among the statesmen of manv 


countries now gathered at Washing 
ton there is not one who views with 
alarm the improvement of the condi 
tion of these people of China. Most 
of those in the meeting are agreeable 
to the proposal that China be helped 
onto its feet 


You would think perhaps that the 


statesmen would view with some mis 
giving a proposal to set up a strong 
nation of 400 million people, an in- 
dustrious and intelligent people 
In 


other cases it would be something to 
be considered 
carefully 
and 
ap- 


proached cautiously, but this does 
not apply in the case of China. 


Somehow It is taken for granted 


that the Chme»e, no matter how well 
they get established in their own 
country, will not cause big trouble 
for other nations of the world 
The 


Chinaman is willing to look after his 


1 own affairs and let others alone 


There isn't a chance that he will 
want to run the rest of the world 


At least this much may be said 


for the quality of civilization he has 
developed, it is a good deal more 
than the rest of the world cares to 
say for any of the other civilizations 


AT A DISADVANTAGE. 


Say that in the present conference 


this country takes a stand In favor 
of large submarines and that in this 
way their building Is encouraged as 
well as permitted 


America will have submarine* of 


the kind, other countries will nave 
their share 
It is possible that we 


shall get into war with one of those 
other countries; then both sides will 
make use of the submarine 


Presumably we In this country 


must make what will be called "leg 
itlmate" use of these undersea craft; 
we shall keep them for attack on 
fighting ships of the enemy But the 
enemy may use them to destroy 
merchant shipping 


We can't retaliate in kind, for our 


people will harfllv tolerate this Then 
in the matter of big subs and their

THE FIGURES 


The reduction of twenty per cent 


In local rates and the advance In 
wages granted by Mr Ford were 
put into effect on July 1 
It 
-was 


widely reported that In spite of the 
reduction 
In rates and advance In 


wages Mr Ford had converted the 
D, T. & I. from a bankrupt Into a 
prosperous railroad. 
The statistics 


published show that In June, before 
these changes were made, the total 
earnings of the railroad were J718,- 
627 and that they Increased In July 
to ?744 488 and In August to ?763 810. 


They also show that In June, be- 


fore 
the rates 
and wages were 


changed, the expenses 
Incurred by 


the railroad for each dollar earned 
were 62 7 cents, while In July they 
had Increased to 69 7 and In August 
to 71.8 cents 
The result of this 


large Increase In operating expenses 
was that tha net operating Income 
declined 
from $261,259 In June to 


$187,393 In July, and to only $70,843 
in August. 


HIS INCOME 


Mr Ford installed his own manage- 


ment on the road In March, In which 
month the net operating Income was 
$77,985 
In April the effects of the 


Ford traffic or the Ford genius were 
mads apparent In a net operating In- 
come of $276 452, which resulted from 
an Increase In earnings of $258 439, 
while the expenses increased only 
542846 


The report for April beeame avail 


able about July 1, or about the time 
"\Ir Ford announced hia Increase In 
wages and proposed reductions in 
rates, and led to the wido publicity 
given to statements that Ford had 
shown an Increase In net while In- 
creasing wages and reducing ratea. 
For May there was a further In- 
crease In earnings but the expenses 
also went up and the net was lower 
than In April and In each month since 
tha ret has been tower than It was 
the month before until in August II 
was only $70,643, or less than 
was In March, although the earnings 
were greater than In any preceding 
month and S>324 000 greater than In 
March.

CHINESE SITUATION SIMILAR. 
The American prugram tm the Far 


East will probably turn out to be

agreeing upon them, or at least upon 
nine-tenths of them, by all the gov- 
ernments; -nd the carrying out of 
this agreement, with ut any formal 
document of such a binding nature 
that the senate would hav to ratify 
It. In short the American plan will 
probably avoid senate complications. 


CESSATION FUNDAMENTAL 


Apparently, there is still some dif- 


ference between the British and the 
Americans about the details of the 
Hughe* plan on armament. This dif- 
ference affect* not only the quantity 
of submarines to be permitted but 
affects a point thai is rather more 
nerious; namely, how complete the 
naval holiday shall be? From the 
American point of view, the cessa- 
tion of building for a period of ten 
3 ears is fundamental. 


Tlie Americans want the psjeholo- 


Rical and physical effect 
of 
that 


cessation. They want the future and 
permanent effect of the dismantling 
or disuse of naval ship building 
plants. 


The Americans foresee that it they 


can bring about a complete strangu- 
lation of preparation for war the re- 
•ult will be that if anybody 
TV ants 


to go to war it will be necessary 
to overcome an almost Insuperable 
inertia. The American* think, in 
short, that when the end of th« naval 


holiday conies It will be almost im- 
possible to begin over abaln. 


BEITI-H DIFFER. - 


Some of the British, on the other 


hand, apparently want to majte this 
naval holiday less complete. 
They 


wawt, to keep one or more than one 
ship building plant at work, at lea»t 
on a skeleton basis, so that they will 
be able to recommence bail ing more 
readily, if the need for new ships 
should arise. The British point of 
view is to tide over this period of ex- 
cessive cost and excessive taxation, 
but still be ready to begin again 't 
they should think the circumstances 
call for It. 


INSIST ON HOLIDAY. 


The Americans, on the other hand, 


want building stopped, and want it 
stopped in such a way that in all 
likelihood it will never begin again 
The Americans will stand pretty 
firmly on this position. They may be 
willing to shorten the torm of the 
naval holiday down to fewer years, 
but they will Insist on its being 
complete as long as it lasts. On this 
point, ao on all other points, there 
is nothing more ob'Ious in "Washing- 
ton than the Increasing disposition 
of all the foreign delegations to ac- 
cept the Hughes programme. 


It ought to be possible for the 


agreement on the Far East 
to be 


made public within ten da>s, and it 
oupht to be' possible for the confer- 
ence to end within a shorter period 
than has generally been anticipated, 


OTHER IMPORTANT EVENTS. 
If the conference did not over- 


shadow everything else, some oi the 
other things that have happened In 
Washington in the last twenty four 


hours or so would occupy bigger 


headlines than they have had. The 
rejection of Hardlng's request about 
taxation by the lower house of con- 
gress is a sensational event which 
\vill have far-reaching echoes in 
-American politics. Especially in the 
congressional and senatorial elec- 
tions of next^year, the preparations 
for which will be under way in a 
few month*. 


It was doubtful tactics for Hard- 


ing to send his letter to Fordnoy. 
Fordney was not the strongest man 
In the world for Harding to tie up 
to. Fordney, like several other Re- 
publicans who have the 
osltlon of 


leadership without the po vers of 
leadership, does not stand as high In 
Congress as his position 01 the ways 
and means commltee would seem to 
indicate. There will be a lot of after- 
math to all this. 


NEWBERRT MATTER. 


Also the matter of whether Sena- 


tor Newberry of Michigan is to be 
seated or ousted would be recognized 
as more Interesting and more critical 
if the details of it were not over- 
shadowed by the conference. 


One incident of yesterday that al- 


most escaped the attention of 
the 


newspapers is of far-reaching Im- 
portance. President Harding 
Issued 


an etecutive order giving to Director 
of the Budget Dawes a degree of 
authority second only to his own. The 
order says that the director of the 
budget Is acting for the president, 
"and his calls upon the chiefs of 
bureaus and other 
administrative 


officers for purposes of. consultation | 
or information take precedence over 
the cabinet head of a department or 
any head of an Independent organi- 
zation." 


If all the 
Implications 
of that 


order \vcre understood It would be 
recognized as on" of the most import- 
ant departments in onr government 
that has happened for a long time.
